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Report of Forest Fire Warden & District Chief 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the northeast in terms of population in- 
crease. It is also an industrialized state and this growth is likely to continue, all of which 
means more families and homes. Our growing summer population is scattered throughout 


the state with a phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are being located in woodlands and aban- 
doned fields and forests crowd into the backyards of our village streets. In a state where 
the forests cover 86% of the land surface, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through 
the season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow until the snow comes again, of 
the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while walking through 
fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If you must burn-- 
a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for all debris burning ex- 
cept when the ground is covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces 
or in charcoal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on notification of 


the warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of household rubbish on 
grass by householders: between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 


c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you light the match 
4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save our tax dollars for 
useful purposes.

The Lisbon District Nursing Association Inc. was organized to provide skilled nursing 
care, UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE PHYSICIAN, to the sick in their homes on a 
Visit basis, charging in proportion to their ability to pay, health instructions, educational 
follow-up and arranging for medical care when necessary. It is supported by the sur- 
rounding towns served by the association, the nursing fees and the State of New Hampshire. 


The District Nurse is ready to help YOU when you are sick no matter where you live 
in the district, or whatever your financial situation. She gives nursing care and instructions 
to people of all ages - elderly or chronic invalids, mothers with new babies, convalescents, 
returning from the hospital - in fact - to all who require skilled care in the home. 


The help of the District Nurse is obtained by asking your physician to notify the nurse, 
or by telephoning her yourself. The nurse answers each call, but visits are continued only 
under the guidance of a physician. 


The telephone number of the nurse is 838-6616. Fees are set at a rate of three dollars 
($3.00) per call. Fees may be modified or omitted according to circumstances. 


We are asking each town served by the District Nurse to share in the support of the As- 
sociation through their individual town budgets. These towns are Lisbon, Landaff, Lyman, 
Sugar Hill, Franconia, and Easton. 


Therefore, it is proposed that the town of Landaff set aside fifty cents (SO¢) per resident, 
(based on the 1960 census), this amount totaling $144.50.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and citizens of Landaff School District: 
As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure I submit my fourth annual report. 


During the past year (1967-1968) there were 14 pupils enrolled in Blue School. The 
average membership was 11.3 pupils. There were 6 pupils in Grades 6-8 and 8 pupils in 
Grades 9-12, attending Lisbon Public School. 


This school year there are 10 pupils attending Blue School, Grades 1 through 5. There 
are 10 pupils, Grades 6 through 8, and 9 pupils, Grades 9 through 12 attending Lisbon 
Public School. Three pupils are attending elementary grades in Lisbon with parents as- 
suming responsibility of tuition. 


We that are connected with education (all of us) in Landaff have several rather serious 
problems facing us during the next year. The defeat of the Lisbon Regional School Dis- 
trict proposal, the proposed New Hampshire Elementary School Guidelines, the shortage 
of certified teachers, and the increased educational costs in general, all complicate and 
increase our concern with the overall educational program the citizens of Landaff will 
promote. The decisions that must be made are serious and demand our very best think- 
ing. 


As Superintendent of Schools I expect that you truly want me to recommend what is, in 
my opinion, best for all of your students. With this in mind, I must recommend that next 
year all students be transferred into the Lisbon Public School. The Lisbon Special School 
District has and continues to make great effort to support a fine educational system. Their 
special programs in reading, math, music, art, health, home economics, industrial arts,etc. 
all add to the well rounded, well balanced education we want for all pupils in any grade. 
The single greatest advantage for our Landaff elementary pupils is the fact that there are 
single grade levels in the Lisbon Elementary School. In addition to this information, it 
is anticipated that Mrs. Bedard will retire in June, 1969 and it is seriously doubted that 
a certified replacement can be secured to teach in Landaff. Cost of education is increasing 
rapidly here in our White Mts. Supervisory Union No. 35 as they are in New Hampshire 
and our nation. The most recent New Hampshire State average to educate our elementary 
pupils was $483.00 and it is anticipated that during 1969-1970 the cost will exceed con- 
siderably $500.00. The most recent State Department of Education costs per pupil for ele- 
mentary education, exclusive of transportation and other certain fixed charges, in our 
several school districts was:

These I am sure appear high, but already some districts in New Hampshire are charging 
$1,000.00 per high school student and this cost exceeds $1,000.00 in our neighboring states. 
The shortage of professional staff, cost of labor, supplies and materials all tax our school 
budgets as they tax our personal expenses. 


The above is of major concern to Landaff at the moment, but many other serious de- 
cisions will continue to face each of our districts in the very near future. I am sure each 
of us is cognizant of these areas and will, I am sure, meet them in a direct, honest manner 
as we have in the past. 


Please be assured that your White Mts. Supervisory Union #35 staff will continue to 
assist Landaff with its educational program in every way possible. It will always work to 
provide the very best education possible for each student in the District. 

In closing, my sincere thanks to each of you, your school board and the staff of all 
schools that assist in educating your children. Especially may I thank Mr. Cole, Assistant 
Superintendent, for all the assistance he has given the Landaff School District.
